REPORTER: AMBASSADOR BLACK SAID SHE DOES NOT SEE THE ISSUE IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA AS ONE OF "BLACK CONTROL OF EVERYTHING" == AS SOME 
WHITES FEAR. WHEN ASKED WHETHER SHE THOUGHT BLACK GOVERNMENTS 
IN NAMIBIA AND RHODESIA, IF THEY CAME TO POWER, WOULD PROTECT 


THE RIGHTS OF WHITES, SHE REPLIED:

PARTICIPATING IN EFFORTS TO SOLVE THE RHODESIAN SITUATION:

AMBASSADOR BLACK SAID SHE BELIEVES AMERICAN EFFORTS TO HELP

ON U.S. RELATIONS WITH OTHER AFRICAN COUNTRIES. IN HER WORDS: 


"THE U.S. HAS REMAINED SOMEWHAT DISTANT, OBSCURE AND QUIET

BE MOST IMPORTANT FOR US, AND FOR OUR RELATIONSHIP WITH BLACK 
AFRICA, AS YOU KNOW, I'M ON THE RECORD AS BEING STRONGLY IN 
FAVOR OF MAJORITY RULE IN BOTH ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA, I'M 
FOR AN END TO APARTHEID IN SOUTH AFRICA AS RAPIDLY AS POSSIBLi 
MANY WESTERNERS HAVE BEEN SAYING THAT SAME THING FOR YEARS, 
NOW THAT WE HAVE BECOME POSITIVELY INVOLVED IN THE PEACE OF 
THAT CONTINENT, BLACK AFRICANS WILL PERHAPS HAVE MORE 
CONFIDENCE IN OUR INTENTIONS, AND FEEL THAT AMERICA REALLY 


MEANS WHAT IT SAYS," 


AMBASSADOR BLACK SAID SHE PERSONALLY WOULD OPPOSE U.S. 
MILITARY AID TO BLACK LIBERATION FORCES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, 
SHE FEELS THAT U.S. MORAL SUPPORT FOR NEGOTIATED CHANGE IN 
AFRICA IS MORE APPROPRIATE. AND WHEN ASKED "IF THE MILITANT 
BLACKS WANT TO FIGHT AND LIBERATE THE WHITE=RULED AREAS AND 
THE U.S. REFUSES TO HELP, WOULD AMERICA STILL BE ABLE TO 
INFLUENCE EVENTS?" SHE REPLIED:

AMBASSADOR BLACK WAS ASKED IF HER FORMER CAREER AS A CHILD 


MOVIE STAR HAD BEEN A HELP OR A HINDRANCE IN HER DIPLOMATIC 
CAREER. SHE REPLIED THAT IN GENERAL, IT SEEMED TO OPEN DOORS 
FOR HER; PEOPLE WHO HAD SEEN HER FILMS TENDED TO THINK OF 

HER AS A FRIEND, AS FOR WHETHER BEING A WOMAN AMBASSADOR IS 

MORE OR LESS DIFFICULT THAN BEING A MAN IN THE SAME ROLE, 

SHE SAID: "I"VE NEVER BEEN A MALE AMBASSADOR, SO I CAN'T TELL 
YOU HOW IT FEELS OR WHAT THE DIFFERENCE IS." FINALLY, U,S, 
EWS_AND WORLD REPORT ASKED AMBASSADOR BLACK WHAT KINDS OF 


GOVERNMENT JOBS WOMEN HOLD IN AFRICA, SHE ANSWERED BY CITING

UNTIL THERE ARE ALMOST NONE LEFT. SOME PEOPLE HAVE SUGGESTED 
THAT THIS COULD BE PREVENTED BY DOMESTICATING ONE OR TWO 
SPECIES OF LOBSTER AND RAISING THEM AWAY FROM THEIR NATURAL 
HABITATe:2eOR BY CREATING OCEAN RANCHES WHERE LOBSTERS COULD

LARGE, SPINY ANTENNAE. LARGE=CLAWED LOBSTERS, OR HOMARIDS, 
SUPPORT THOUSAND OF LOBSTERMEN ON BOTH SIDES OF THE NORTH 
ATLANTIC. THE CLAWLESS, SPINY LOBSTERS, CALLED PALIMURIDS, 
ARE CAUGHT THROUGHOUT THE WARMER TEMPERATE, SUBTROPICAL, AND 
TROPICAL OCEANS. THESE ARE MARKETED SIMPLY AS "LOBSTER 


TAILS. *" 


MISTER BERRILL WRITES THAT HOMARID AND PALINURID LOBSTERS 
HAVE SIMILAR REPRODUCTIVE PATTERNS. DURING BREEDING SEASON, 
MOST OF THE ADULTS "MIGRATE IN AND OUT OF WARMER, SHALLOWER 
WATER, AND MATURE FEMALES CARRY THEIR EGGS GLUED IN GRAPELIKE 
CLUSTERS TO THEIR SWIMMERET:S, THE EGGS HATCH INTO PLANKTONIC 
CTINY) LARVAE THAT, AFTER WEEKS OR MONTHS AT THE MERCY OF 
SURFACE CURRENTS, MOLT INTO MINIATURE VERSIONS OF THEIR 
PARENTS AND SETTLE TO THE BOTTOM, IT IS AT THIS STAGE THAT 
VIRTUALLY NOTHING IS KNOWN OF THEIR LIFE IN THE WILO." SINCE 
IMMATURE LOBSTERS SEEM TO DISAPPEAR AFTER THEY SETTLE TO THE 
BOTTOM, NOT TO REAPPEAR IN THE HABITATS FAVORED BY ADULTS 
UNTIL ONE OR TWO YEARS LATER, BIOLOGIST BERRILL THEORIZES 
THAT THEY LIVE IN SOME KIND OF "NURSERY" HABITAT IN THE 
MEANTIME. TO TEST HIS THEORY, HE RAISED SEVERAL HUNDRED 

TINY HOMARID LOBSTERS IN HIS LABORATORY, FROM THE TIME THEY 
WERE HATCHED UNTIL THEY WERE TWO OR THREE MONTHS OLD, HERE'S 


WHAT HE FOUND OUT: 


"THE FIRST THREE PLANKTONIC LARVAL STAGES LAST ONLY A COUPLE 
OF WEEKS. ONCE EACH OF THESE LARVAE MOLTED INTO ITS FOURTH 
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VOICE: LARVAL STATE, IT CEASED S\WIFMING AROUND ITS CULTURE JAR, 
CCONT'D) 

SETTLED ON THE SUBSTRATE OF SAND OR MUD, AND PROCEEDED TO 
BURROW, EACH DUG PROFICIENTLY USING A COMBINATION OF 
TECHNIQUES: DEBRIS WAS "BULLDOZED* OUT OF THE BURROW BY 
PUSHING LOADS WITH THE CLAMS AND BLOWN OUT BEHIND BY BEATING 
UP A CURRENT WITH THE SWIMMERETS; OCCASIONALLY, AN INDIVIDUAL 


WOULD CURL ITS TAIL AROUND DEBRIS AND SCOOP IT OUT, 


_ "WHAT FOURTH STAGE LOBSTERS DO SO CONSISTENTLY IN CAPTIVITY 


THEY ARE LIKELY TO DO IN THEIR NATURAL IHIABITAT." 


REPORTERS SO MISTER BERRILL CONCLUDED THAT IMMATURE HOMARID LOBSTERS 
ALMOST CERTAINLY DO LIVE IN SOME SORT OF NURSERY == PROBABLY 
AN AREA OF THE SEA FLOOR THAT IS SOFT ENOUGH TO BURROW INTO, 
WITH "SURFACE OBJECTS SUCH AS STONES OR SHELLS UNDER WHOSE 
EDGES THEY CAM DIG." THE LITTLE LOBSTERS, ACCORDING TO THIS 
THEORY, LIVE IN THEIR BURROWS UNTIL THEY ARE LARGE ENOUGH 
TO DEFEND THE:SELVES AGAINST PREDATORS. THEN THEY LEAVE 
THEIR NURSERIES AND MIGRATE TO HABITATS WHERE ADULTS ARE 


COMMONLY FOUND. 


THE ONLY DIFFICULTY \WITH THIS THEORY IS THAT SCIENTISTS HAVE 
NEVER BEEN ABLE TO LOCATE ANY HOMARTIO LOBSTER NURSERIES, 
NEITHER HAVE THEY BEEN ABLE TO CAPTURE SUFFICIENT NUMBERS 

OF PALINURID LOSSTER LARVAE TO STUDY THEIR HABITS IN A 
LABORATORY ENVIRONHENRT. EUT MISTER BERRILL FEELS THAT WITH 
CONTINUED EFFORT, SCIENTISTS MAY BE ABLE TO FIND OUT ENOUGH 
ABOUT LOBSTER HABITS TO PROTECT THEM FROM EXTINCTION, IN
